REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER. AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 


(I) The accounts of the Irish Universities and Colleges under Section 7 (6) of the 
Irish Universities Act, 1908, (8 Edw. 7. ch. 38) have hitherto been rendered annually 
in respect of the financial year to 31 st March. 

A new form of annual accounts to be rendered by University Institutions in the 
United Kingdom in receipt of Treasury grants has been prepared by the University 
Grants Committee, and approved by the Treasury.. This form, which is on an income 
and expenditure basis and covers the academic year to 31st July, has been accepted 
by the Treasury for the purposes of the above-mentioned Act. 

; 2) The accounts for the financial year ended 31st March 1920, have been rendered 
. in the form previously in use, and are printed on pages 2 to 9, with my certificates 
appended thereto. 

(3) The first complete annual accounts on the new form will be rendered for the 
academic year ending 31st July 1921, and accounts on this form for the four months 
1st April to 31st July 1920, have been furnished in order to effect the transition from 
the financial to the academic year. 

(4) The accounts for this transition period are printed on pages 10 to 18, and 
consist of statements of account and balance sheets as at 31st, July 1920. In the 
preparation of these balance sheets there has been considerable diversity of form and 
practice and an improvement will no doubt be effected next year. 

In the absence of the local books and records, it is not possible for a complete 
examination of these accounts to be carried out by my officers, but they have scrutinised 
them as far as practicable, and in some cases the accounts have been examined locally 
by professional auditors and certified by them. 

In these circumstances, the accounts rendered for the period 1st April to 
31 st July 1920 may be accepted, pending such examination by my officers with the 
local records during the coming year as may be found necessary. 

(5) Subsidiary accounts for the period 1st April 1920 to 31st July 1921 for 
transactions of a capital nature and in respect of income and expenditure for 
Scholarship Trust Funds, which were not provided for in the University Grants 
Committee’s form, will be appended to the accounts next year.
